British and French Views Differ. 


Mr. Chamberlain’s speech in the House 
of Commons ‘last night in setting forth 
the British view of. the situation makes 
it easy to point out the difference “be- 
tween that view and the French. 

Now, the British say France would 
gain by a voluntary German guarantee 
of the Franco-German frontier, for, such 
voluntary guaratitee would be worth 
more than the imposed guarantee in the 
Treaty of Versailles. At the same time

clear that Germany is not prepared to 
put the same stamp of finality on the 
vastern frontier. 

The French reason this way: If, as 
Mr. Chamberlain says, part of the 
Treaty of Versailles becomes more valid 
through Germany’s voluntary signature, 
then by all the laws of logic those parts 
_ not’ so supported lose strength. Holding

They 
still regard the Versailles Treaty as the 
fruit of victory. They still attach im- 
portance to it and they think they get 
@ great deal more out of it than the 
Franco-German frontier and in a gen- 
eral way foresee an Anglo-German ef- 
fort to rewrite other parts of the treaty 
as the Dawes plan rewrote the repara- 
tions part. 


More specifically, the French are bound 
to the Poles by a tight alliance. They 
are bound ‘to the Czechoslovaks by a 
treaty. They attgch. importance to the 
Peace Treaty'’s provisions against the 
assimilation of Austria by Germany, 
and therefore they hesitate to take a 
step which by placing special emphasis | rec 
on the inviolability of Germany's west- 
ern frontier automatically casts doubt 
upon the sanctity of her southern and 
eastern frontiers. 

Therefore it is evident tha néiimedin

LITTLETON HITS CONGRESS

CHEYENNE, Wyo., March 25.—Argu- 
ments made today by George C. Hoover 
of Washington, D. C., of counsel for the 
Sinclair interests in the suit to cancel 
the Teapot Dome oll lease, gave the {m- 
pression that the man who can tell the 
Continental Trading Company story in 
all its details and may be able to dis- 
Close the source of the $283,500 of Con- 
tinental “resale” profits which were 
paid to Albert B. Fall or his'son-in-law, 
Milton T, Everhart, is Harry M. Black- 
mer, former Chairman of the board of 
the Midwest Refining Company. 

In reply to the Government’s charge 
that the defense is “‘silent as the tomb” 
on the bond deal, Mr. Hoover said his 
side did not propose to “put Mr. Sin- 
clair on the stand and have him shot 

. at,” and added that when the criminal 
trial growing out of the Teapot lease is 
called In Washington “Mr. Sinclair will 
be there to defend himself and he will 
do so." 

When Mr. Hoover finished, Martin’ W. 
Littleton of New York delivered the 
closing argument for Harry F. Sinclair 
and the Mammoth Of] Company. He de- 
‘voted the most of his plea: to contending 
for the legality of the lease and con- 
tract,. declaring that the Government 
wag trying to “tear down’’ the contract 
because the lease provided for the ex- 
ehange of crude oil for fuel ofl in 
storage. 

He asserted that Congress by the act 
of* 1920 directed the exploitation*of the 
naval reserves and said Admiral Robison 
had been “‘pilloriéd’’ on the stand, after 
serving his country as best he knew how 
by demanding “full measure for the 
navy that it might be properly forti- 
fied.’’ 

He called the course of Congress in- 
sincere in passing acts requiring the 


leasing of the naval reserves and later 
ordering the suit to cancel the lease of 
Teapot Dome. 


Hoover Calis Blackmer sa ‘‘Broker.’’ 


Mr. Hoover, arguing for the expunging 
from the record of all evidence relating 
to the Continental deal, said it was true 
that Mr. Sinclair participated in the 
Vanderbilt Hotel conference at which 
the Continental deal was engineered, but 
denied that Mr. Sinclair was a partici- 
pant in any alleged questionable trans- 


action involying the now defunct Con- 
tinental Trading Company. 

Mr. Hoover suggested to the Court 
that Blackmer was acting not as an oil 
man but as a broker who. had some- 
thing to sell. e had to s ap- 
pears to have been the 33,333,333 barrels 
of ofl which the Continental bought from 
the Mexia (Texas) companies for $1.50 
per barrel. This ofl immediately there- 
after was resold to the Sinclair Crude 
Oil Purchasing Company and the Prairie 
Oil and Gas Company for $1.75 a barrel. 

‘In a conference held in the Vander- 
bilt Hotel in November, 1921,'’ said Mr. 
Tiloover, ‘‘the question came up involv- 
‘ing the ratification of an agreement 
which had been entered into between 
H. M. Blackmer and Colonel E. W. 
Humphreys, the then President of the 
po Compa eae. In the Re iy 4 at a 
conference Blackmer suggeste a e 
trade be made with the Continental 
Trading Company of Canada.

CLUBS APPROVED 


Open Forum Vote Taken as 


Sign That Storm Over Past 
«Elections Is Subsiding. 


BUT SOME EVILS .REMAIN 
. Ns na RRO a rt 
Discrimination Still Shown Against 


Some Eligibles, 150 of Whom 
Have Not Had Bids. :

PRINCETON, N. J., March 25.—The 
Teforms in Princeton’s ‘club? system, 
which were inaugurated last year after 
considerable undergraduate agitation, 
were apparently approved at a meeting 
of the college’s open forum last night. 
‘A vote was taken’on the question: Is 
_ the new system of club elections better 
than the old? The result was‘a nearly 
unanimous affirmative, the vote being 
62 in favor and only 2 against. 

Comment on the meeting in the Daily 
Princetonfan and on the campus today 
laid considerable stress on the compara- 
tively small attendance. The meeting 


last year at which the changes wefe. 


considered brought out about 600 under- 
graduates. Feeling on the subject was 
at that time strong. . 

The calm of last night’s meeting and 
the comparatively small attendance are 
taken as signs that the undergraduate 
body now feels the difficulty has been 
fairly well disposed of. 

The principal subject of controversy 
fs as to the methods by. which new 
members, always of the sophomore 
class, are taken into the ‘clubs, which 
are upper class organizations corres- 
ponding to a certain extent to the 
national fraternities of other colleges.’ 

The old system was to hold what was 
called. “bicker week,”” in March, at 
which time the various clubs would ex- 
tend bids to the’ sophomores they 
wanted. This was always a period of 
intense undergraduate excitement. Ma- 
noeuvring and competition for the men 
considered the most desirable stirred up 
the whole student body and — 

i liy came to be 
Sorael Oy leone Phra concerned, club 
and non-club men, Faculty and officers 
of the university, as unhealthy. 


Secrecy Now Memoved. 


Under the new rules the.secrecy sur- 
rounding the clubs has been removed. 
Speakers at the meeting last night gen- 
erally agreed on this, Speakers ex- 
pressed a desire to see that the new 
ruling doing away with “closed sec- 
tions’? be worked out in practice. For- 
merly when a club announced. a ‘‘closed 
section’ it meant it nad taken in prac- 
tically all sophomores it desired and 
would have no more. 

This announcement was made during 
“bicker week.’’ The new rules call for 
the period of bids to be continued so 
that a sophomore who has not had a 
bid) may be elected to a club any time 
subsequently, in his college career. 

t was brought out at the meeting 
that there are still 150 sophomores who 
have received no bids. Opponents of 
the club system, who are not lacking 
amo the undergraduates, make much 
of this fact and allege it demonstrates 
a lack of democracy in the system. 
They say that the abolition of the 
*‘closed. section’? was intended to work 
toward the admission of a larger num- 
ber of underclassmen and that in this 
respect the success of the new system 
remains to be seen. 

It also. developed that the innovation 
of sophomores making application for 
. membership in a desired club, which it 
’ had been thought the ‘new rules would 
make possible had not worked out in 

ractice. One speaker suggested that 

e 150 unbid sophomores be asked to 
‘make application. Another that the 
clubs be required to take in capacity 
sections. 

The formation of a university club on 
Prospect Street, where the _ eighteen 


clubs are located, was also yg mai : 


as a method of taking care of all upper 
classmen not members of clubs. This 
suggestion is not new and it is under- 
stood that the authorities aré planning 
the erection of such a building in the 
near future. 

Executive Secretary's Opinion. 

H.. Alexander Smith, Executive Secre- 
tary of the university, was called upon 
to-sum up the discussion. He agreed 
that most of the secrecy had, been elimi- 
nated, but said there was s@ll too much 
emphasis on the ‘campus on the subject 
of clubs. He suggested the question of 
capacity 5 would have to be 
looked into further. Even though it 
might be desirable from several aspects, 
especially since it would enable the uni- 
versity to know its obligations with re- 
gard to feeding the upper classes, whose 
Members generally eat in commons 
when they are not members of clubs. 
He said he doubted whether the campus 
attitude would be such before five years 
as to make it possible for a sophomore 
to approach an upper classman, with 
a view to proposing himself for a club. 

It was considered a matter for some 
-oug ages that at the meeting answers 
to the questions of ultimate abolishment 
of all clubs should have shown as high 
@ percentage as almost 50 in the affirm- 
ative. The establishment of a university 
club was favored by 46 to 16. A ques- 
tion regarding proposed removal of all 
regulations on elections got 22 affirma- 
tive votes and 36 negative. The vote 
was almost evenly divided for establish- 
ing @ compulsory apes for each club, 

th a slight ‘negative advantage. 


Princetonian’s Comment. 


Today's issue of The Princetonian con- 
tained editorial comment on last night's 
meeting in part as follows: : 

“The new plan has been accepted by 
both voiced and tacit consent as an im- 
provement over .the ‘bicker week’ of 
yore. With modifications it will un- 
doubtedly operate mére perfectly in\the 
procedure of elections next year and in 
the years to come unless closed sections 
become an actuality. This question Hes 
with the clubs. . 

*“‘We have reason to be gratified in 
that we have placed the matter of elec- 
tions on a more Ryne basis, and that 
courage was not wanting last year t 
change the established order. The oe 
chanics of perpetuating the clubs have 
been improved. Let us see to it that 
even this scheme does not degenerate 
into a disgrace. 

“Beyond that purpose lies a still 
geeater aim, the task of piacing clubs in 
the right’ perspective. It is for us to 
build for the time in future when sopho- 
mores and upper classmen alike realize 
that clubs are comparatively unimpor- 
tant. When that era comes—and it will 
come eventmally—the plan under which 
club elections are held. will be mere de- 
tail instead of a problem.”

Princeton’s ‘‘serious’’ Undergraduate

The 
students will stage them with an eye to 
historical accuracy- in reproducing cos- 
tumes and locale. They will be assisted 
by Paul A. Trueman of the Neighbor- 
hood Playhouse Company, who will play 
Ophelia and Juliet, the rest of the parts 
will be played by Pringeton undergradu- 
ates. Russell Wright; former President 
of the Princeton Theatre Intime and! 
now connected with the Neighborhood 
Playhouse, has designed .costumes. and 
scenery and is direct the productions. 

The Theatre Intime at Princeton uses 
no gage. oy of. any kind and 
does not even have Faculty supervision. 
It encourages students to write plays 
and during its five odd years has pro- 
duced about thirty pieces. - During the 
last two or three years women members 
of the families of;the Faculty and rest- 
dents of Princeton have been invited to 
enact feminine rédles. This and the oc- 
casional hiring of costumes have been 
Lb ype the only exceptions to a com- 
plete undergraduate output. 

The» Theatre Intime began with per- 
foermances in which one end of a dormi- 
tory peom was the stage. -Next it pro- 
gressed to a small.tower room in the 
Symnasium, which had a_ miniature 
stage and room for about thirty specta- 
tors. Finally consent was secured to 
use Murray Dodge Hall, which seats 
about 150. Audiences have gradually 
grown and now each bill is presented 
three or four times with capacity audi- 
ences at each performance. Admission 
provides enoygh money for economic 
settings and whenever there is a sur- 
plus it is used to provide some addi- 
tional equipment for the stage. 

The newest development is the -publica- 
tion’ of a magazine called The Intimate 
Theatre, the second: number of which 
will shortly appear. It is not ‘limited 
to the Princeton tMtatrical activities, but 
to similar projects at other universities 
and in other cities. The magazine is‘ 
edited and managed by Ernest’V; Heyn, 
President of the players, and Henry 
Steeger, a member of the board.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Farm bloc 
Senators asked the Federal Trade Com- 
mission today for information as to cor? 
orations being formed abroad by Ameri- 
cans that would violate the anti-trust 
laws. This grew out of their contention 
that certain American manufacturers 
are dumping surplus products abroad be- 
low home market prices. 

Their letter to the commission read: 

“We respectfully request that the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission send us as soon 


as possible whatever information it has 
regarding the —, of combinations be- 
ing formed abroad by American busi- 
ness, commercial and financial firms 
and corporations in alleged violation of 
the anti-trust laws, and the amount of 





abroad in connection with such combina- 


extent to which said American business 
interests are worki with foreign cus- 
tomers as a means of maintaining lower 
rices of such goods manufactured in the 
Unitea States than’ to American con- 
summers.”

LONDON, March 25.—The Royal So- 
ciety "has decided to sell some. of its 
rare books at Sotheby's May 4, the 
reason given .being the desire to start 
® fund’ for the purchase of -scientific 
books for the society’s library. i 

The majority of the books formed a 
part of the collection presented to the 
Royal Society in 1667 by Henry Howard, 
afterward the sixth Duke of Norfolk, 
whose grandfather, the Earl of Arundel, 
bought a great part of it during his 
Ambassadorship at Vienna in 1636. The 
presentation of these books to the Royal 
Society was chiefly. at the instigation of 
John Evelyn, who says in his diary that 
Henry Howard “had so little inclinatfon 
to books that it was‘the preservation of 
them from embezzlement.”’ 

A further. entry of Evelyn's, . dated 
Aug. 29, 1678, says: 

“I procured for our ssclety besides 
printed books near one, handred MSB., 
some in Greek, of great concernment.

uty Tax Commissioner Loughman, the 
appraiser, had refused to allow a claim 
by Mrs. Lila Hall Park Jennings, the 
widow, for $2,471,432, representing the 
value, with interest, of securities re- 
ceived by her from her father and de- 
livered to Her husband in the last forty 
years of Mr. Jennings’s life. > 
The deduction for this claim, if al 
lewed,. would have lessened the tax by 


nearly $100,000. The refusal wan on the | 


ground that the: proof that the securi- 
ties were delivered to Mr. Jennings and 
that he failed to account for them was 
not sufficient. 

The papérs showed that Mrs. Jennings 
‘was a-daughter of Trenor W. Park, who 
died in 1882, leaving $6,000,000. Besides 
her share in this estate, Mrs. Jennings 
received securities comprising a trust 
fund set aside for her by hen father in 
1874, which she alleged were also de- 
livered to her husband. 

Deputy Commissioner Loughman, in 
rejecting the claim, said some of the 
securities were alleged to have - been 
delivered to the lawyer in 1889 and some 
in 1893. Mrs. Jennings alleged that they 
had been retained ‘by her’ husband and 
that he did ‘not account: for them, ex~- 
cept that he delivered to her at times 
securities amounting to $454,404. She 

ymade a claim, of, $1,002,193 for the value 

of the securities delivered. The re- 
mainder of the claini, of $2,471,432 was 
made up of interest and dividends since 
1898, and of sums_ received by Mr. 
Jennings qn the sale of securities shown 
by an examination of his check books 
since 1898. Earlier check books had 
been lost. 


The Appraisers’ View. 


’ The appraiser said he was unable to 
satisfy himself that the proof offered 
for Mrs, Jennings was controlling on 
him. He believed it should be rejected

LONDON, March ©25.—An important 
discovery. ‘which, it is said, will sim-. 
plify the whole technique of treating 
disease by radium and which immensely 
extends the availablity of that rare and 
expensive ¢lement has heen made’ at 
Middlesex Hospital, Lendon. % 
Radium: gives off a gas termed ‘‘ra- 
don,” ‘which \ is’ now captured and 
in a eondensed and purified form is be- 
ing bottled’ in smalli glass vessels about 
the size’ of a bean. These are to be sent 
to hospitals throughout the country, and 
it will be possible to apply them in any. 
form that clinical conditions dictate and 
by them to irradiate any part,. however. 
large or small, of the human body. 


The Middlesex Hospital has five grams : 


of radium, the largest store held by any 
hospital-in ‘the world. The “‘seeds,”’ as 
the tiny glass capsules of radon have 
‘been named, lose their strength in about 
a week, but the. stock of radium from 
which the gas is derived being almost 
everlasting a rapid dispatch of fresh 
seeds can continue indefinitely. 

There is a-possibility,_it is stated, that 
certain cancer ca: which hitherto have 


tresisted treatment -may prove amenable 


to radon application. 

These rays are thrown out by radium 
and have been designated*as Alpha and 
Gamma rays, Hitherto only the Gamma 
rays, which penetrate nearly all sub- 
stances, have been used on patients. 

Now, by employing glass instead of 
metal tubes and by utilizing radon in- 


stead of radium, the Beta ee, would 
also be brought to bear. It is from a 
conjunction of these two powerful rays, 
Beta and a a that greater results 
are expected.

>. @pened last night at the Hotel McAlpin 
under the auspices of the AmericanBirth 


_ -Control League, and will hold daily ses 
sions until next Tuesday. At the opening. 


-session birth control was advocated as a 
means for checking overpopulation,’ pre- 
venting war, increasing health, extend- 
fing the span of life and raising the 
‘standard of living. 

This is the first international birth 
control conference to -be held in the 
United States. The gathering of dele- 
gates from European and Asiatic coun- 
tries was hailed ‘by American leaders of 
“the movement as.an indication of the 
progress made by the movement in this 
country since the police: broke up the 
famous meeting at thé Town Hall in 
1921. No interference with the present 
conference is expected. 


Message From Shaw. 


Mrs. Margaret Sanger, President of 
- the American organization, said that 600 
delégates would attend the conference, 
including more than twenty-five men 
“ana women from ten foreign countries. 
Addresses were made) at last night's 
meeting by Mrs. Sanger and Dr. C. Vi 
Drysdale of the University of London; 
who is President of the conference, and 
“reports of the progress of the movement 
in the United States and foreign coun- 
tries were read. 

Messages from George Bernard Shaw 
and Havelock Ellis, approving the move~ 
ment, also were read. Shaw’s message 
said: 

“Birth control should be advocated for

MAJOR CRIME. - 

Many wondering and. even flippant: 
remarks have been heard for the past 
few days about Commissioner En- 
RIGHT’s order to the police to arrest 
all known thieves and criminals so 
that the detectives might personally 
inspect them. It is said that such an 
action proves either too much or 
proves nothing. But it was only a 
‘matter of police routine. A few pick- 
pockets and sneak thieves were gath- 
ered in, but not even the Police Com- 
missioner would argue’ that his round- 
up shows that no dangerous malefac- 
tors are abroad. And the thing of 
chief concern is that petty crime may 
be diminishing, but that the number 
of brutal and perilous attacks upon 
persons and property seems to be in- 
creasing. Not long ago the prevalence 
of major crime’ was taken judicial 
noti¢e of by the Court of Appeals of 
New Yorkin the following lafiguage:) 

We are having trouble enough ‘in 
this day with thugs, robbers and 
hold-ups. Ne one who is familiar 
with our court records, or the issues of 
the daily press, but is familiar with 
the fact that murders are too frequent- 
ly committed for th sole purpose of 
robbery or theft, and that pedestrians 
are frequently waylaid’ in the streets 
of the City of New York and their 
valuables taken. ‘This condition ‘has 
called for comment in many quarters, 
and is well known to every Judge 
holding the criminal courts or review- 
ing criminal cases, 

Probably the. Judges who thus 
stated their deliberate opinion will 
hot be accused by the Mayor or the 
Police Commissioner of wantonly 
slandering this city. Nor will Com- 
missioner ENRIGHT be prompted by 
these words from the .Court of Ap- 
peals to bring out again ‘his neat lit- 
tle package of statistics showing that 
crime has actually decreased in New 
York City. That may be true of 
crime in general, as witnessed by ar- 
rests and convictions, but the figures 
cited by the Police Department do 
not show that crimes of violence have 
gTown fewer in number. The Court 
of Appeals Judges discriminate be- 
tween one kind and another. 

The thing which afflicts and alarms 
the City of ‘New York today is the 
apparent. increase and immunity of 
major criminals. ‘None of them pre- 
sent themselves in the police round- 
ups. Too many of them defy detec- 
tion and escape punishment. Yet to 
put down that kind of audacious and 


today upon the police, the prosecuting 
officials and the courts of New York 
City. The authorities need coopera- 
tion from the public in this difficult 
work, and will surely get it if they 
convince the people of the city that 
they are honest, intelligent and de- 
termined in their efforts to rid our 
homes and office buildings and streets 
of rampant major crime.

A ‘HIGHER EDUCATION BOARD. 
The bill for a public college or uni- 
versity in Brooklyn, entirely disso- 
clated,from the higher educational] in- 
stitutions already supported by the 
city, is reported from Albany to be 
without Rope of passage.

It Will be within the dis- 
cretion of the higher education board 
to make. these centres either distinct 
administrative divisions or éntirely in- 
dependent institutions, but in either 
event._to be under the authority of 
the general board of higher education, 
and to be for both men and women. 
Yet the trustees of the existing insti- 
tutions are to remain with their pres- 
ent powers unless either board chooses 
to turn over to the general board any 
‘* branch or division of its work.’” This 
bill thereforé provides an administra- 
tive means of maintaining the unity 
of the higher educational system, while 
extending it. ‘This has been done in 
the ranges 6f elementary and secon- 
dary. education.

CHINA. . 

In urging the appointment of JouN 
V. A. MacMurrar to be Minister to 
China, Secretary KELLOGG wishes both 
to. encourage the practice ef promot- 
ing tried men of the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice and to havé the United States 
represented in China by one of its 
greatest experts on Far Eastern af- 
fairs. Mr. MacMorrar, who is at 
present Assistant Secretary of. State 
and is in charge of the Division of Far 
Eastern Affairs, has served in Siam, 
and for five years was Secretary of 
the American Legation in Peking. He 
also served for several years in Japan, 
and at the Washington conference 
was-one of’ the technical advisers on 
matters of Eastern .policy. He is the 
editor of the most comprehensive vol- 
ume ..of treaties and agreements con- 
cerning China that has yet been pub- 
ished. 

Few diplomatic posts are of greater 
importance at present than that -of 
Minister to China.

The fact 
is the champion boxer ts a hero to his 
countryman and admired afar. It has 
always béen so since the days of Fiac.

DempseEr’s renown extends round |: 
the world. His exclusion from the 
Empire State cannot be dismissed as 
a trifle. His virtual suspension from

where makes a startlingly new situa- 
tion tin the boxing world. In popular 
estimation there are two worthy con- 
tenders for the crown, and two only, 
Mr. Henry WILits of New.

When the conclusion is obvi- 
ously wrong or harmful, that is suffi- 
cient proof that there was something 
wrong ‘with the premises or in the way 
in which progress,from them was made, 
and to claim merit for being \illogical 
is as h to be deplored as it would 
be to treat the multiplication table as 
not adapted to human use.

the invasion of them by selfish or mis- 
guided interest. All good citizens should 
stand with them and. support them. 
When they betray vulnerability to their 
watchful enemies they should be asked 
by their friends to be on thelr guard. 

The reasons for building the bridge 
and for making it'a high-level crossing 
of the Hudson at this general location 
are obvious. The bridge would leap 
from Washington Heights to the top of 
the Palisades, doing. away with the ne- 
ecessity of long approaches. The opén- 
ing of a new channel of communication 
between the New England States. (and 
more directly' the Bronx and upper Man- 
hattan) and Northern New  § Jersey, 
Southern New York and the open spaces 
beyond would bring health and pleasure 
to millions of people. The utilitarian 
advantages are so evident that they need 
nxt be Gwelt upon. And ih our civiliza- 
tion the creation of new utilities when 
properly ordered and controlled is a 
blessing. 

The point of rock reaching out into 
the Hudson near 181st Street is the 
proper. location on Manhattan Island for 
the main shore pier of the proposed 
bridge. . This is because of the pressing 
économic need for reducing the tremen- 
doug span as much as possible. And in 
this case at least engineering necessity 
is in agreement with esthetic content- 
ment. | The end of the water span on the 
arm of rock*reaching toward the oppo- 
site shore would be an adaptation to 
natural conditions most satisfying to the 
eye. 

The park area to be occupied would 
consist of the base of the shore pier 
(which might even be out in the 
water beyond the exposed rock) and 
possibly but not inevitably of the base 


The Manhattan approaches to the bridge 
would probably be at the level of the 
streets on Washington Heights. The 
shadow of the bridge structure, 150 feet 
above the water, would fall athwart the | 
park. The “invasion” of the park can 
thus be visualized. 

Tt has been suggested that this great- 
est of all bridges hanging in the air far 
above the river and melting ‘irftto that 
glorious vista which ts our pride would 
enhance the beauty of the noble shores. 
In the peaceful, rural Harlem Valley of 
sixty years ago, Highbridge (which, 
thanks to our park ‘protectors, has had 
such a narrow escape from destruction) 
*“invaded’’ one of nature's beautiful 
parks. To those. whose memories go 
back. to the Harlem of that period, 
Highbridge was a most satisfying addi- 
tion to the-natural loveliness of the val- 
ley. Beauty by intention was wedded 
to beauty by chance. It’ is ‘probable 
that. on-.a- grander scale Washington 
_Heights Park would be glorified by the 
new bridge. : 

The proposed. bridge would occupy but 
a negligible area in the park. It would. 
not injure its beauty or interfere with 
its use. The friends of the parks should 
withdraw their objections and conserve 
their strength for real battles. Other- 
wise they are sure to lose some of their 
effectiveness in future contests over im- 
portant issues.

Columbia University is trying out a > 


new type of -¢ tion, developed by 
Professor Ben. D. Wood, -Director of 
Achievement Test Research, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Professor Wood ‘has been making. ex- 


quires too much time and effert on the 
part of the instructor who corrects tite 
papers, and that it tests factual knowl- 
édge, which can be memorized by the 
student. This type does not test. rea- 
soning powers, nor is it a scientific 
measurement of a student's ability, he 
concludes, , 

“We have been convinced for a long 
time that the methods for testing a stu- 
dent’s capabilities now in use are inade- 
quate,” Professor Wood said, “‘and that 
educational standards could be improved: 
by making them more scientific and 
more accurate. That is the aim of, my 
experiments.”* 

The. experimental examination: re- 
sembles the psychological test now given 
to candidates: for. admission to Columbia. 
In each course a number of statements 
pi made up, to which.the student ‘is 

uired 0 answer ‘‘Yes” or “‘No."’ In

The‘ report 
stated that the new testa are miore con- 
venient and less expensive: ahd that 
they form a more stabie system of ref- 
erence and measurement.
